The Big Night 
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Finance Committee 
Rejects Collaborative 
School Proposal

The Finance Committee voted 
against endorsing the article for the 
Lawrence-Andover Collaborative 
School project at the upcoming spe- 
cial town meeting June 20. 

But according to FinCom Chair- 
man Joanne Marden, the move does 
not mean a financial package 
couldn’t be put together at another 
time. 

“The collaborative school, as it is 
currently structured and organized, 
poses too many financial risks to the 
town of Andover,’’ Marden said. 
“The project hasn’t been developed 
far enough for us to approve it.”’ 

There are three major areas of 
concern, Marden said. 

¢ The wording of the agreement 
does not clearly define Andover’s fi- 
nancial commitment, Marden said. 
She said various FinCom members 
expressed concern about the word- 
ing of the agreement at their meet- 
ing May 26. 

e There are still questions regard- 
ing the capital, building costs and 
the bonding arrangement for And- 
over. Marden says FinCom wants to 
know specifically how much And- 
over will have to spend and what the 
bonding arrangement will be. 

¢ Lastly, Marden says not enough

work has been done on the operating 
budget and the state funding avail- 
able for the school. ‘‘No one knows 
how much Andover will have to 
pay,” she said. Using a worst-case 
scenario, Andover could not afford 
it, Marden said. 

“‘We’re not saying in the long run 
these things can’t be answered to 
our satisfaction; but right now it 
would be like signing a blank 
check,’’ Marden said. 

School Committee Chairman Don- 
ald Robb said he told FinCom that 
the School Committee hasn’t looked 
at the financial situation yet. ‘There 
were rough estimates that Dennis 
(Richards, Collaborative School pro- 
ject director) had put together but 
we (the School Committee) haven’t 
discussed them in detail,’”’ Robb 
said. 

To date, the committee has spent 
time on the working agreement with 
the Lawrence School Committee and 
the survey, which is being sent to 
parents of children 11 years old and

New Director Plans Future Historical Society

harlotte Smith says she’s one of those people who, given the choice 
between going back in time or forward, would go back. 
The new director of the Andover Historical Society is right in her 
element. 

The Amos Blanchard House, home to the historical society at 97 Main St., 
is frozen in the 1830s, when Blanchard, a prominent banker, lived and 
worked in Andover. His benevolent eyes stare out of a portrait on an easel in 
the society’s library. 

He watched many of last year’s 3,000 visitors to the society use the library 
to look up family records or find out what the town was like in the 19th 
century. Smith welcomes the company. 

‘We continue to expand the number of people who are visiting the 
historical society,” she said. ‘‘It’s sort of a community-oriented, people- 
oriented institution.’’ 

One of the first things Smith did after starting her new job March 14 was 
move her office closer to the entrance of the society. ‘‘I wanted it to be here 
near all the acitivity so I could feel the pulse of the place,’’ she said. 

Smith was enrolled in the Winterthur graduate program in early 
American civilization, co-sponsored by the Winterthur Museum and the 
University of Maryland, when she found out about the opening in Andover. 
She had already met the then director of the historical society, Clark 
Pearce. ‘‘It (the job) sounded like a really good mixture of things,’’ Smith 
said. ‘I wanted to work with administrative and curatorial departments. It 
sounded like a very active and interesting historical society.” 

When Pearce left in September to become a private collector’s curator, 
Smith applied for the vacancy and spent an afternoon of interviews with the 
society’s staff and search committee. 

Born and raised in Pittsburgh, Penn., Smith lived in London and Tokyo as 
a youngster because her father’s job as a banker led the family abroad. ‘I 
think it (her travels) will help me to deal with a wide range of people, types 
of people, ages of people,’’ Smith said. ‘It’s given me a broad interest—such 
as looking at the impact of various ethnic groups in the area in the 19th and 
20th centuries.”’ 


Smith graduated from Williams College in western Massachusetts with a 
degree in history. ‘I expected that I might major in history, but, like most 
college students, I didn’t think about its practical applications until senior 
year,’’ Smith said. ‘I didn’t really want to go the corporate route; what 
solidified my decision was spending a winter term at Historic Deerfield.” 

Smith also completed a summer program at Historic Deerfield, a well- 
respected institution that maintains a collection of historic houses as 
museums. As an intern there, Smith did research projects and went on field 
trips to other history museums. “It gives you an insider’s view.”’ 

Smith went on to a position at the New England Historic Genealogic 
Society in Boston. She started as assistant director of development, but one 
week into the job, her immediate supervisor left, and Smith found herself 
director. Her duties were mostly fund-raising, but Smith said she thinks the 
experience was good for her. ‘‘You’re not pigeonholed into a specific area,”’ 
she said. 

After a year in Boston, Smith took a job as director of development at the 
New York Historical Society in Manhattan. ‘‘That was a high point,”’ she 
said. “It has a large and fine library. I worked principally on fund-raising 
and membership, but I was closely involved with what was going on in the 
curatorial area.”’ 

Smith also did a stint at the John Nicholas Brown Center for the Study of 
American Civilization in Providence, R.I. 

The New York Historical Society has a professional staff of 40; Andover’s 
has three full-timers. Smith’s not worried about the transition. The Andover 
society has an active board of 19 and a large corps of volunteers who do 
everything from exhibit planning to serving coffee. 

Smith has some busy days ahead. One of her next projects is to follow 
through on an educational program for the Blanchard barn. ‘‘We have a 
very strong reputation for the interpretive program that was developed in 
the house, and we wanted to bring our barn up to those high standards.” 


The National Endowment for the Humanities gave the historical society a 
planning grant. The planning is in its final stages, and Smith is hoping for 
another grant to implement it. “It’s an interesting issue—how to take a 
structure like that and make it appeal to all ages.” 

As for the house, it needs work too. ‘‘Some rooms have been re- 
wallpapered with reproduction early 19th-century paper,”’ said Smith, 
adding that she’d like to continue that kind of restoration. The goal is to 
make the rooms ‘‘not only attractive, but to make them accurate. And that

takes a broad knowledge of the decorative arts—what types of chairs to 
include, the wallpaper...”’ 

Next on the agenda is putting the society’s collection on computer. 

That's what's going on inside the Andover Historical Society. On the 
outside, at the time Smith took on her directorship, the Abbot Academy 
controversy was at its height. 

Karen Herman, president of the society’s board of directors, officially 
supported the proposal to preserve the Abbot buildings and landscape—a 
proposal that many opposed because of the perceived impact of the zoning 
change it would make possible. The article passed by a slim margin at Town 
MeeHing April 12, giving the nod to Phillips Academy to go ahead with its 
plans. 


But is it the society's place to take a stand on a town issue? Charlotte 
Smith says yes—within reason. ‘The society is very much concerned with 
preserving Andover’s history, whether it be concerned with books or the 
landscape of the town of Andover. The society is an advocate of responsible 
historical renovation. Our stand is in support of the renovation of significant 
historical buildings,” she said. ‘We do not feel it is our place to take a stand 
on the particular article that would make that renovation possible. Buildings 
are as much documents as pieces of paper.”’

Christian Scientist To Lecture 


Is there anything the individual can do to combat the rampant 
lawlessness and erosion of common decency confronting the 
world today? That’s the question Robert Gates will address in 
his lecture Saturday, June 4, at 11 a.m. under a tent at the Law- 
rence North Common in Lawrence. 

For many years Gates has devoted full time to spiritual heal- 
ing as a Christian Science practitioner. His lecture, ‘‘A Healing 
Response to Lawlessness,”’ will illustrate how individuals can 
deal prayerfully, not only with violence and terrorism abroad 
and at home, but also with challenges not ordinarily attributed to 
lawlessness, such as illness and loneliness. 

His account of one man’s peaceful resolution of harassmenent 
and repeated vandalism is attributed to ‘‘prayer that springs 
from a clear perception that God alone governs and that God’s 
qualities are continuously expressed in man’’ as well as to “‘obe- 
dience to Christ Jesus’ urging to love one another.”’ 

This isn’t a matter of ignoring evil and lawlessness, Gates 
adds. ‘‘Loving our enemeies by no means supports the criminal 
or terrorist activity. On the contrary, it repudiates evil. It che- 
rishes the true Godlike, spiritual nature of man as the only man 
there is. It exposes the heinous act as a powerless denial of God’s 
supremacy.” 


Gates grew up in Ohio and moved to Boston, after graduating 
from college with a major in journalism, to write for The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. He and his wife have two collge-age chil- 
dren and make their home in Marblehead.

Planning Board Turns Down PPW Head Named Unsung Hero 
Church’s Request To Build

The Planning Board is not unused to 
pressure. 

Often, the decisions they make have 
million-dollar impact upon the town. 
Their decisions strongly affect the quality 
of life in Andover. Their decisions some- 
times wind up being tested in court. 

In deciding whether to allow the New 
England Bible Church to build a place of 
worship off Chandler Road near I-495, the 
board not only had to turn down a church, 
but they were also required to read 
minds. 

In December 1975, planning board 
members at that time, zoned the 11-acre 
plot of land in question for one, single- 
family dwelling. 

As Steve Colyer, town physical planner, 
told the board at their May 23 meeting, 
‘‘vou need to ask yourselves, why was the 
restriction imposed to begin with?”’ 

In deciding to deny the church’s appli- 
cation to modify the land use, the board 
felt that their predecessors were inter- 
ested in protecting the environmentally 
sensitive wetlands in the area. 

‘I’ve got to believe that 1975 was not 
that long ago, that conditions are not that 
different,” said board member Michael 
Houghton. 


The board members were also nervous 
about the affect church traffic would have 
on busy Chandler Road. 

William MacLeod of Andover Consul- 
tants, in representing the church, said 
that worshippers would not be arriving 
during peak traffic hours. 

“This is not a factory, letting out seve- 
ral times a day, it’s a church,”’ said Mac- 
Leod. 

However, Colyer jumped in, pointing 
out that the church also had plans for a 
school on the site that would teach 100 to 
200 students. 

MacLeod also protested the timing of 
the May 23 board hearing, the last meet- 
ing Peon the church’s application ex- 
pired. 


The consultant said he had just re- 
ceived a Colyer memo directed at the 
board outlining the town planner’s con- 
cerns, shortly before the meeting. 

Colyer responded that his memo was 
derived from notes taken from an infor- 
mal town interdepartmental meeting held 
April 5 which MacLeod and church attor- 
neys also attended. 

The board voted unanimously not to 
modify land use conditions for the parcel. 
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Robert McQuade, head of Andover’s Public Works Depart- 
ment, received an ‘‘unsung hero’”’ award May 19 at a Kiwanis 
luncheon held at the Andover Country Club. 

The award came as a surprise to McQuade, who was a guest at 
the luncheon. “‘It was a complete surprise,” he said. 


Superintendent of Schools Kenneth Seifert, a member of the 
Greater Lawrence Kiwanis, presented the award to McQuade. 
The plaque reads ‘‘Greater Lawrence Kiwanis presents the Un- 
sung Hero Award to Mr. Robert E. McQuade for his unselfish 
commitment to the Andover community in times of greatest 
need.” 

Kiwanis awards are given three to four times a year to club 
members or town employees, Seifert said. 


McQuade was honored for the amount of time he spends solv- 
ing problems related to flooding and snow storms, Seifert said. 
He referred to last spring’s flood and said McQuade was respon- 
sible for saving the water supply in Andover. ‘The guy had three 
hours sleep in 72 hours. We know that for a fact,” Seifert said. 
“When there’s an emergency, that’s what he does.” 


McQuade’s consistency in handling crises was another factor 
leading to his award, Seifert said. “‘He spends time day and night 
to get a problem solved, and he’s done it consistently.” 

McQuade has been working for the town of Andover since 1970. 


Seifert, a member of the Kiwanis recognition committee, said 
the award was titled ‘‘unsung hero’’ because McQuade does 
what he does as just another part of his job. But, Seifert said, 
“Kiwanis recognized this as doing more.”’ 

“He (McQuade) has been doing this for years—anything for 
the health and safety of the town,” Seifert said. 


Eugene Doran’s Homecoming 


Victim Of Freak Accident Adjusts To New Life

If life is like a rollercoaster, full of ups and downs, 
then Eugene Doran is on an uphill swing. 

““T’ve been home two weeks and I’ve never felt bet- 
ter and healthier in the 25 months,’’ Doran said. 

Doran spent that time at the Veterans Hospital in 
West Roxbury recuperating from a tragic accident 
that left him paralyzed. While sitting in a barber shop 
in 1986, Doran was hit by a nail shot from a stud gun 
in an adjacent store. 

Finally, he’s home with his family, living on Holt 
Road in their newly built house. 

Doran is quick to point out that the house was built 
and designed for the whole family. It was ‘‘done with 
the intent that it really wouldn’t look like a hand- 
icapped home,”’ he said. 

There are only a few signs that it is the home of a 
disabled person. 

“It’s spacious,” he said. There are oversized doors 
and hallways which allow him to move freely about 
the first floor. 

With the exception of a ramp in the garage, all the 
doors are level with the outside ground. This enables 
him to go in and out of the house without the use of 
ramps. 

An elevator is being installed, but it is inconspicu- 
ous, hidden behind what looks like a closet door. This 
will allow him access to any one of the three floors. 

There is some medical equipment in the bedroom 


there would be space. The third floor has its own 
kitchen, bedroom and bath. 

He lives with his wife, Kathy, and their three chil- 
dren, Colleen, 15, Gene, 12, and Caitlin, 6. 

Doran says he’s fortunate tiat his children have 
rebounded terrifically, and that they have a great 
relationship. ‘I think they’ve sort of got beyond the 
point of my disability and look at me like they used 
to,” he said. 

‘“They’ve done remarkably well. They’re great 
children,” he said with admiration. 

Doran has been spending the past few weeks catch- 
ing up with his family. 

He has also been involved with financial planning. 
This is a big job as he was awarded $15.35 million for 
his injuries. ‘‘No amount of money could replace 
what I feel I’ve lost, but I’m thankful and apprecia- 
tive for the hard work of my attorneys (Meehan, 
Boyle & Cohen) who worked so hard to get such an 
award,” he said. 

“I’m grateful for the money because it will allow 
me opportunities,”’ he said. And, he said, ‘‘it will al- 
low me to know that my family will be provided for 
without any great difficulty financially.” 

Equipment in Doran’s house is the epitome of ad- 
vanced technology. He can move around in his wheel- 
chair by simply blowing into a tube. 

An environmental control unit will also be in- 
stalled. Blowing into a tube will enable Doran to an- 
swer the phone and turn on the television.

Disturbing 


There are some disturbing items to discuss this 
week, one dealing with the theft of American 
Flags over the weekend, the other the continued 
delay and inconvenience presented the public 
with the completion of the Memorial Hall Library 
project. 

First, the disgraceful act of stealing flags from 
grave sites as well as from poles along the Street 
of Memorial Flags and in front of old town hall. 
John Lewis, head of veterans services for the 
town, headed to St. Augustine’s Cemetery early 
Tuesday morning to replace between 50 to 60 
flags which had been taken from veteran graves. 
They had been placed there by members of And- 
over veterans organization and the patriotic holi- 
day committee a week earlier in anticipation of 
the Memorial Day holiday. 

State law mandates that all veteran graves 
must be decorated with an American Flag for 
Memorial Day. For years Andover veterans have 
gathered the Sunday before Memorial Day and 
Veterans Day, volunteering their time to not only 
conform to the law but to pay tribute to those who 
sacrificed to keep our country free. 

Now that work is disgraced by some person or 
persons for some unknown reason. 

Also, at St. Augustine’s there was a headstone 
marred by placement of satanic markings no- 
ticed by Andover police in attendance at special 
Memorial Day services there. 

In addition to the thefts at St. Augustine’s Cem- 
etery, the town also lost several flags placed as 


part of the Street of Memorial Flags tribute prior 
to patriotic holidays in Andover. A few were tak- 
en from the Ballardvale center area and a few 
more in the South Main street area. 

These flags are given to the town in memory of 
deceased veterans and presented to the commu- 
nity by the family. It is shameful that irresponsl- 
ble people choose to disrupt a fitting tribute anda 
patriotic observance through such actions. 

Police and veterans services officials have in- 
dicated that while it will be difficult to find those 
responsible for these actions as well as the theft 
of the flag in front of old town hall, they will pur- 
sue the matter with full intent toward prosecu- 
tion, if successful. 

As for the library situation, it would seem that 
the time has arrived for town officials to get the 
contractors to expedite the work and get the pro- 
ject completed. 

There was some patience exercised by the pub- 
lic during the major reconstruction work and un- 
derstandably so. 

But the overall completion of the renovations 
has gone on far too long. 

The library is one of the most popular public 
places in Andover and the continued inconve- 
nience caused by the construction work is dis- 
tracting and disturbing. 

The time has come for executive action to get 
this project fully completed and make the library 
a place of comfort, enjoyment and convenience 
for the townspeople who enjoy its services. 


DOWN THE_YEARS 


100 Years Ago — May 1888 

Last Tuesday there were put up in this vicinity 
(Frye Village) three additional street lamps, which 
will be a great benefit to the community.

Memorial Day opened with rainy clouds but the 
weather did not seriously interfere with the service 
of the day; in fact, the well sprinkled streets and the 
clouded sun were favorable to the comfort of the 
procession. Before commencing the public exer- 
cises at the Town Hall, the members of the Gen. 
Wm. F. Bartlett Post 99, G.A.R., had been at the 
Memorial Hall, where they paid the customary sa- 
lute to the memory of their dead comrades, and 
decorated their Tablet. 

75 Years Ago — May 1913 

Arrangements have been made by Phillips Acade- 
my to open the swimming pool to the public during 
the summer. The season will extend from June 30 to 
August 16. Season tickets are $2.00. 

Repairs are being made on Main street in front of 
the Bank Building by the road superintendent. 

The selectmen recently purchased from Mrs. Wil- 
liam S. Nokes of Reading a fine iron-grey horse for 
use in the department of Horses and Drivers. 

Thought to have been the oldest horse in this part 
of the country, Dick, the brown pony owned for sev- 
eral years past by George A. Higgins, died this 
week following an attack of heart trouble. As nearly 
as can be estimated he was forty three years of age. 


He had been a familiar figure on the streets of the 
town for many years. 


50 Years Ago — May 1938 

The Board of Health office was moved over the 
weekend from the rented quarters on Park street to 
the former checkroom on the second floor of the 
town hall. Some alterations have been made, and 
the relief office has been moved across the hall. It is 
estimated that the move will save the town at least 
$300 annually.

I want to express my sincere apprecia- 
tion for your May 19 editorial objecting to 
the upcoming Special Town Meeting 
called by Citizens for Neighborhood 
Schools (CNS), a group whose one and 
only purpose is the destruction of the Col- 
laborative School Project.

Warriors Cap Best Season Ever 
Finishing Second In Tourney

The Andover High varsity baseball team last week- 
end put the wraps on its most successful regular sea- 
son in many years, placing second in the four-team 
Lawrence Invitational Tournament at Mark Devlin 
Field. 

The Merrimack Valley Conference Large School 
champions, scheduled to begin Eastern Mass. Divi- 
sion 1 Tournament play within the next few days, 
defeated Methuen 5-2 in the Lawrence tourney semifi- 
nals before bowing to the host Lancers and ace left- 
hander Shawn Phillips 8-2 in Sunday night’s under- 
the-lights title game. 

Those results left the Golden Warriors, 1987 Law- 
rence tourney champs, with a 14-6 overall record this 
spring. 

“The kids did a little better than I thought they 
would,’’ observed second-year coach Dave Betten- 
court. ‘I say that only because we play in a very 
tough league, and when the season started I wasn’t 
sure how deep our pitching was. 

“We have a good mix of veterans and under- 
classmen. The players we expected big things from 
came through. Kids like (pitcher-outfielder) Steve 
Surette and the heart of our batting order: Mike Mo- 
riarty, (co-captains) ScottWallace and Tom Mur- 
ray.” 

And there were also a number of very pleasant sur- 
prises, each of whom was a big contributor to the 
championship year. 

‘John Russell (junior) stepped up and made tre- 
mendous improvement as a pitcher. He threw the 
ball a lot harder as the season went along,” noted 
Bettencourt. 

“John Glynn (junior) was the biggest surprise of- 
fensively (.385 average) because he was a relative 
unknown, and Keith Abernathy (junior) leading the 
team in hitting (.452) was another key factor. 

“This season is far from over, but next year looks 
encouraging with Surette, Russell, Abernathy and 
Glynn coming back along with promising younger 
pitchers (sophomore lefty) Chris Eggert, (sophomore 
righty) Curt Soloman and (junior righty) Todd Mus- 
terait.”’ 

Lost through graduation will be catcher Tom Mur- 
ray, second baseman Scott Wallace, first. baseman 
Chris Concemi and outfielders Mike Moriarty and 
Rick Lafond. 

“We'll have to fill a few major holes,” said Betten- 
court. ‘Hopefully Jack Dalton will move in to Mur- 
ray’s spot behind the plate, and we'll be looking for 
an outfielder or two.” 

EMass. Tournament 

The Eastern Mass. Division 1 ‘Tournament pairings 
were scheduled to be released last Tuesday night, 
with Tuesday the cutoff date for qualification, 

Through Monday's action 19 teams had qualified, 
including Andover’s Merrimack Valley Conference 
rivals Billerica, Chelmsford and Lawrence. Lowell 
High also had an outside shot but needed a final victo- 
ry over Chelmsford. 

The Golden Warriors ranked 11th among the 19 
schools, which meant they were in line for a bye 
through today’s preliminary round, 

Waltham appeared headed for the top seed with a 
15-2 record, while other top teams included Lincoln- 
Sudbury, Newton South and St. John’s Prep (all 13-3). 

“By losing the last game against Lawrence I be- 
lieve we gave up home field for the opening round of 
the tourney,”’ admitted Bettencourt. “The way it ap-

A seminar on Bay State politics and 
government for business leaders , enti- 
tled “Why Bad Laws Happen to Good

3-Year-Old’s Letter Prompts Signs To Protect Abbot’s Pond Creatures

Ducklings, the book wasn’t what 
came to mind when the Sanborn El- 
ementary School second-grade stu- 
dent would visit the pond. 

“I don’t have to think about it (the 
book),”’ said Jennifer, a pretty, long- 
haired blonde with an eight-year- 
old’s huge, slightly gap-toothed 
smile. ‘I can see it.” 

What Jennifer sees when her mom 
takes her and her brother to the 
park—about a five-minute walk 
from their house—are ducks and 
geese setting up camp in the middle 
of Argilla Road. She has watched the 
waterfowl hold their ground as cars 
and trucks zipped around a curve 
and down a slight incline before 
coming to the intersection of Argilla 
and Andover Street. Sometimes the 
vehicles don’t stop in time. Some- 
times the ducks and geese don’t 
move out of the way. 

What was once a large, open field 
of several acres now holds the wood- 
en skeletons of 45 condominiums as 
the Abbot’s Pond project nears com- 

letion. The pond and the creatures 
that live there occupy a small plot of 
land on the site under an agreement 
negotiated between the developer, 
Picwel Builders, and the town Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals. 


The problem, Jennifer explains, is 
that the ducks and geese now have 
limited nesting space and are mak- 
ing the dangerous trek over Argilla 
more often to lay their eggs in the 
open fields across the street. 

But condominium development, 
zoning regulations and land-use is- 
sues are far beyond a child’s ken. 
And, as Nancy Jeton, town planner, 
points out, ducks have been running 
afoul of Argilla traffic long before 
the housing project was conceived. 

No, the important issue to this 
eight-year-old mind is that “the 
ducks are being killed,”’ she says. 
And one day—‘‘without any prompt- 
ing from us, it was all her idea,”’ 
added Jennifer’s mother, Jeanne 
Blongiewicz—the elementary school 
student appealed to town hall for 
help. 

After spending several days com- 
posing the words—“It was hard, I 
had to copy it over a lot’’—the letter 
went out. 

Jennifer found a champion in Ger- 
ald Silverman, a member of the 
Board of Selectmen.

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their street,”’ said Silverman. ‘She 
(Jennifer) wrote about something 
that was beyond herself; she had en- 
vironmental concerns, concerns 
about the wildlife.” 

At a May 23 board meeting, Silver- 
man called for the installation of 
signs to alert oncoming vehicles and 
directed Town Manager Ken Maho- 
ny to oversee their placement. And- 
over citizen John Doyle stood up at 
the meeting and called for stronger | 
measures to protect che waterfowl; 
however, neither Doyle or town offi- 
cials had a better idea. 

The upshoot was, as Silvermah 
promised in a thank-you letter re- 
cently received by Jennifer, the 
signs, bearing the warning “duck 
crossing” will be going up soon. 

It was a simple, one-page, hand- 
written message, but to Jennifer, it 
meant that someone was listening 
who was also concerned about the 
ducks. ‘I was so excited, I was 
jumping up and down,”’ she said. 

So now, the ducks will be at least a 
little safer, and a young girl has 
learned that sometimes it pays to 
speak up. 

“T might send a letter back to him 
(Silverman),” said Jennifer. “I 
think I’d say, ‘Get the signs up soon’ 
and so on and so on.”’
